ORGANIC HEART DISEASE WHICH CAUSED 1,744 DEATHS 
COMPARED WITH 1.975 THE PREVIOUS YEAR. THIS IS AN ENCOURAGING BUT UNEXPECTED CHANGE, 
AS THAT CAUSE HAD BEEN STEADILY INCREASING EVERY YEAR, STARTING ABOUT 25 YEARS AGO 
WHEN IT AVERAGED 500 DEATHS, TO THE HIGHEST PEAK OF 1,975 IN 1943. IT 1S POSSIBLE THAT 
THE GREAT MENTAL STRAIN AND ADDED PHYSICAL EXERTION DURING THE FIRST TWO YEARS OF WAR 
TOOK AN EXCEPTIONAL TOLL OF THOSE HEART CASES WHICH MIGHT NORMALLY HAVE LIVED FOR SEV-

ORGANIC HEART DISEASE 


HE SAME SITUATION MAY ACCOUNT FOR THE TUBERCULOSIS

TIMES THE 1944 EXPERIENCE, HAD THE FORMER RATE PREVAILED THIS YEAR, WE WOULD HAVE HAD 
880 DEATHS FROM TUBERCULOSIS INSTEAD OF 257. THE PREVIOUS LOW TUBERCULOS!S MORTALITY 
RATE WAS RECORDED IN 1939 WITH A RATE OF 60.3. AS EXPECTED, DUE Ti 

INCREASED AND AVERAGED 66 DURING THE NEXT THREE YEARS,

BETWEEN 20 AND 59, ANO ONLY 15 WERE UNDER FIVE. INCIDENTALLY, ACCIDENTAL DEATHS WERE 
TWICE AS NUMEROUS AMONG MALES AS FEMALES, WITH 180 MALE DEATHS AND 90 FEMALE DEATHS, 
THE FOLLOWING CHART SHOWS THE PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF SUCH DEATHS FOR THE PAST FEW YEARS, 
THE INCREASE IN DEATHS FROM ILLUMINATING GAS 1S UNDOUBTEDLY DUE TO THE OVERCROWDING 
ANO MAKE-SHIFT LIVING CONDITIONS, DUE TO THE WAR, SUCH DEATHS, FORMERLY QUITE FREQUENT, 
HAD BEEN GREATLY REDUCED AS A RESULT OF AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING RUBBER TUSING AND RE-

BIRTH RATE - 24.5 HERE WERE 10,792 BIRTHS IN 1944, AND A RATE OF 24,5 
PER THOUSANO POPULATION. THIS CONTINUED THE DOWN= 

WARD TREND WHICH STARTED THE LATTER PART OF 1942, DURING WHICH YEAR THE HIGH PEAK HAD 
SEEN REACHED WITH 12,016 BIRTHS AND A RATE OF 28.0, THE HIGHEST IN 20 YEARS. THE IN- 
CREASE DURING AND IMMEDIATELY PRECEDING OUR ENTRANCE INTO THE WORLD WAR HAD BEEN QUITE 
RAPID, INCREASING FROM 7,950 AND A RATE OF 17.3 IN 1939 TO THE 12.016 IN 1942, AN IN- 
CREASE OF 50% IN THREE YEARS, IT IS INTERESTING TO NOTE THAT ALTHOUGH THERE WAS A SIV- 
ILAR RAPID INCREASE IN BIRTHS CAUSED BY THE FIRST WORLD WAR, THE HIGH PEAK AND THE FOL- 
LOWING DECLINE OID NOT DEVELOP UNTIL 1920 OR TWO FULL YEARS AFTER THE WAR, THE FOLLOW-

THERE WERE 7,160 RESIDENT BIRTHS IN 1944, OF WHICH 6,605 WERE UNDER THE SUP- 
ERVISION OF THE NURSES IN THIS DIVISION. ABILITY TO PAY, PLUS WAR-TIME WORK, HAS 
GREATLY REDUCED VISITS BY MOTHERS TO CLINICS, ALTHOUGH MANY DIO COME DUE TO DIFFICULTY

MOTHERS! WORKING IN WAR JOBS, MIGRATION, INADEQUATE HOUSING, NEGLECTED OH 1LORE| 
THE SPECIAL NEED FOR PLACEMENT OF CHILDREN. ЙЕ HAVE BEEN ABLE ALSO MORE EFFECTIVELY 
TO ADVISE AND LICENSE NURSERY SCHOOLS, DAY NURSERIES, AND BOARDING HOMES, 


DURING THE YEAR, 45 INFANT BOARDING HOMES, 4 NURSERY SCHOOLS AND 2 DAY NURS- 
ERIES WERE APPROVED ANO LICENSED,

DR. AMES L. FILIPPONE, PHYSICIAN=IN=CMARGE == DR, ISADORE PINCUS, EPIDEMIOLOGIST 


THIS DIVISION HAS THE COMPLEX DUTIES OF FINDING INFECTED PERSONS, TREATING 
THE MAJORITY OF THEM, KEEPING THEM UNDER REGULAR CARE ANO PREVENTING THEM FROM INFECT- 
ING OTHERS, IT 1S OUR DUTY, TOO, TO FERRET OUT THE AMATEUR AND PROFESSIONAL PROSTITUTE, 
AND WITH POLICE AID, TO GET THEM UNDER TREATMENT AND OUT OF CIRCULATION, 


THE PROBLEM OF VENEREAL DISEASE AT THIS TIME IS, PARADOXICALLY, ONE HOLOING 
GREAT PROMISE, YET AT THE SAME TIME A GREAT THREAT TO THE NATION, BY CAUSING ABSENTEE- 
ISM IN INDUSTRY, ANO BY THE TRANSMISSION OF INFECTION TO OUR ARMED FORCES, CAUSING NON- 
COMBAT CASUALTIES, THE PAST YEAR HAS SHOWN A GREAT RISE IN THE GONORRHEA RATE IN THE 
ARMED FORCES, THIS MUST REFLECT AN INCREASE IN OUR CIVILIAN GROUP IN SPITE OF THE 
GREAT NEW ADVANCES IN TREATMENT WITH SULFONAMIDES AND PENICILLIN, 


OUR CLINIC USES CLINICAL PENICILLIN TREATMENT FOR GONORRHEA AND SECURES PEN- 
ICILLIN THERAPY IN OUR EARLY SYPHILIS CASES AT ESSEX COUNTY ISOLATION HOSPITAL, OUR 
GONORRHEA CASES ARE ACTUALLY CURED THE DAY TREATMENT STARTS, IN THE PAST YEAR, 90 
CASES OF EARLY SYPHILIS HAVE BEEN CURED BY THE FIVE=DAY, INTRAVENOUS INJECTION METHOD 
AT ESSEX COUNTY ISOLATION HOSPITAL, THIS METHOD OF THERAPY IS BEING SUPPLANTED BY THE 
USE OF PENICILLIN, WHICH 1S MUCH SAFER AND SIMPLER TO USE, 


THE PAST YEAR HAS SEEN THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE VENEREAL DISEASE CONTROL COM- 
MITTEE, WHICH STARTED TO MEET REGULARLY IN JUNE, AND 1S COMPOSED OF REPRESENTATIVES OF 
SOCIAL, MUNICIPAL, AND RELIGIOUS AGENCIES, UNDER THE PERMANENT CHAIRMANSHIP OF DOCTOR 
CRASTER. THIS BODY MAS SERVED MANY USEFUL PURPOSES IN IMPROVING INTER=AGENCY RELATIONS, 
AND IN ESTABLISHING IDEAL METHODS FOR HANDLING CASES NAMED AS SOURCES OF INFECTION, 
DURING THESE MEETINGS, THE MANY FACETS OF THE PROBLEM OF VENEREAL DISEASE CONTROL HAVE 
BEEN TAKEN UP, AND THE INDICATED ACTION HAS BEEN TAKEN WHENEVER POSSIBLE, IT HAS BEEN 
CONCLUSIVELY SHOWN THAT THE PROMISCUITY ASSOCIATED WITH VENEREAL DISEASE IS A REFLEC- 
TION OF POOR FAMILY RELATIONSHIPS AND LACK OF SUFFICIENT RELIGIOUS TRAINING. THIS COM= 
MITTEE HAS REPEATEOLY BEEN SHOWN THAT PROSTITUTION 18 NOT A COMMERCIALIZED, ORGANIZED 
ACTIVITY IN NEWARK, BUT A CLANDESTINE TYPE CAUSING A DECREASE IN THE AMOUNT OF ILLICIT 
SEXUAL EXPOSURE, THIS HAS BEEN ESTABLISHED AS THE LESSER OF THE TWO EVILS AS OUR ЕХ- 
PERIENCE IN THE LAST WAR SHOWED THAT THE HOUSE OF PROSTITUTION, IN SPITE OF REGULAR 
MEDICAL EXAWINATIONS, IS THE MOST EFFICIENT METHOD OF TRANSMITTING VENEREAL DISEASE TO 
LARGE NUMBERS OF МЕМ. 


THE VENEREAL DISEASE CONTROL COMMITTEE HAS UNDER CONSIDERATION AT PRESENT 
THE PROBLEM OF EXPOSURES IN ROOMING HOUSES AND HOTELS, WHICH RANK HIGH IN OUR FIGURES. 
IT HAS TAKEN ALL STEPS POSSIBLE TO CAUSE A REDUCTION IN THE NUMBERS OF CONTACTS MADE 
IN TAVERNS, ANO OTHER DRINKING PLACES WHICH HAVE BEEN SHOWN ТО BE THE MOST FREQUENT 
PLACE OF CONTACTS AND PROCUREMENT, AND THE RATES AS REPORTED TO US BY THE ARMY HAVE 
SHOWN A GRATIFYING DECREASE IN THE LATTER PART OF 1944, DURING THE PAST YEAR, 550 
CASES WERE REPORTED TO US AS SOURCES OF INFECTION TO THEIR MEMBERS, ANO OF THESE, 240 
HAVE BEEN LOCATED AND BROUGHT IN FOR EXAMINATION AND TREATMENT, THIS IS A RECORD TO 
BE RATHER PROUD OF, AS THESE SOURCE OF INFECTION CASES ARE DIFFICULT ТО LOCATE ANO RE- 
QUIRE MUCH INGENIOUS DETECTIVE WORK. THESE CASES ARE AN INDEX OF THE RESERVOIR OF UN= 
TREATED VENEREAL DISEASE IN OUR COMMUNITY, AND A FAIR GUIDE TO THE PROMISCUITY PRESENT. 


DURING 1944, ABOUT 11,000 HOME CALLS WERE MADE TO INSURE TREATMENT, ANO IN 
GETTING DELINQUENT PATIENTS BACK UNDER REGULAR MEDICAL CARE, 


DURING RECENT YEARS, THE ESTABLISHMENT OF ROUTINE CULTURE METHODS FOR THE 
DIAGNOSIS OF GONORRHEA HAS RESULTED IN IMPROVED EFFICIENCY. PROVIDING A REGULAR CHECK 
ON THE OLDER SMEAR METHOD OF DIAGNOSIS AND TESTS FOR CURE, IN 1944, 2,861 CULTURES 
WERE MADE AND EXAMINED.
